The point at issue is 
whether this form of words 
restricts liability of underwriters 
for such losses to cases where a 
peril specifically insured againat 
operates. That is to say, is it 
necessary for a ‘marine peril to 
cause the total loss of the packages 
concerned before a claim arises 
under the policy, or is any total 
loss of a package covered during 
the specified operations?

Insurers 
have often discovered to their cost 
that the Courts take no notice of 
the intentions of underwriters in 
adopting particular phraseology, 
and in our opinion there is every 
reason to feel that the assured 
would have a very strong case in 
claiming that by their own chosen 
clausing insurers have undertaken 
to make good all total losses of 
packages occurring during the 
operations of loading, ‘tranship- 
ment and discharge. There is no 
real hardship on underwriters 
pressing home such a construction 
of the clause because if the loss 
were negligently occasioned there 
would be recourse, (py way of sub- 
rogation) against the negligent 
party.—The Shipping Review.
